School board approves tentative budget with 4 percent tax increase 


More money is needed 
to offset state 
unfunded mandates

The Anderson County 
Schools Board of Education 
unanimously approved the 
2014-2015 tentative budget, 
which included a 4 percent 
increase in tax revenue, Mon¬ 
day of last week. 

If approved, this will give 


the Anderson County Schools 
4 percent more property 
tax revenue than last year. 
Increases in unfunded man¬ 
dates and the need to balance 
the budget were the reasons 
cited for the possible increase. 

“We are between a rock and 
a hard place,” said Anderson 
County Schools Finance Offi¬ 
cer Nick Clark. 

The state has mandated a 
1 percent increase in salaries 
for all employees for the 2014- 
2015 school year and a 2 per¬ 
cent increase in salaries for 


the 2015-2016 school year. 

It’s an amount that the 
school board shoulders the 
responsibility to find a meth¬ 
od of funding. 

The General Fund, which 
covers the bulk of the school 
district’s operational costs and 
employee salaries, is primarily 
funded by property taxes, dis¬ 
tillery taxes, PSC taxes, motor 
vehicle taxes, utility taxes and 
state SEEK funds. 

According to Clark, salaries 
make up approximately 83 
percent of the school district’s 


General Fund. 

If the budget is passed with 
the 4 percent increase in tax 
revenue, it is anticipated to 
generate around $212,477 
more revenue for the General 
Fund than if there were no 
property tax increase at all. 

It is also expected to give 
more wiggle room in the 
school district’s constituency, 
or savings account, of 3.21 per¬ 
cent in comparison to 2.30 per¬ 
cent without the property tax 
increase. 

The state’s minimal 


requirement for school dis¬ 
trict’s contingency is 2 percent 
but the state recommends a 5 
percent contingency balance. 

At the Kentucky General 
Assembly in March, state 
SEEK funding was agreed to be 
increased by $189 million over 
the next two school years but 
Clark said the increase alone 
will not fund the increase in 
staff salaries. 

“A lot of unfunded man¬ 
dates makes budget balancing 
frustrating,” said School Board

Fiscal Court: 2.9 percent spending increase in next year's budget 


Some county workers 
get 1.5 percent raise, 
some get 10 percent

Spending for Anderson 
County Fiscal Court is antici¬ 
pated to increase a total of 2.9 
percent from last year. 

Magistrates unanimously 
approved the 2014-15 fiscal 
year budget, which also has a 
1.5 percent increase for county 
employees. Magistrates had 
little discussion about the bud¬ 
get and officially approved it 
May 21. 

Total spending for 2014-15 
is $7,709,615 from $7,485,376 - a 
$224,239 increase in spending 


from last year. 

The anticipated revenue 
for 2014-15 is $6,471,643 from 
$6,319,697 last year. 

Some areas of anticipated 
gains in the budget include 
property taxes, solid waste 
recycling, motor vehicle taxes 
and EMS collections. 

John Wayne Conway, 
Anderson County judge-exec¬ 
utive, said next year’s bud¬ 
get has a 1.5 percent raise for 
county employees but sever¬ 
al employees received more 
than that. 

The magistrates’ salary did 
not increase from last year. 

Conway’s salary increased 
to $87,998, a 5 percent increase 
from last year. 

Jennifer Schmidt’s finance 
officer for the judge-executive 
salary increased to $31,100, a 
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John Wayne Conway, Anderson 
County judge-executive, discusses 
the increase in the cost of salt for 
the next fiscal year. 

3.6 percent increase from last 
year. 

County Attorney Bobbi 


Jo Lewis’ salary increased to 
$39,964, a 12.6 percent increase 
from last year. 

Tiffany Azzinaro’s assis¬ 
tant county attorney salary 
increased to $23,066—a 16.6 
percent increase from last 
year. 

Jailer Joani Clark increased 
to $47,397, a 10 percent increase 
from last year. In counties 
with an open jail the state sets 
the salaries, but in counties in 
that do not have a jail within 
the county, fiscal court sets 
the jailer’s salary. Clark gets a 
raise every four years. 

“Lor several years, county 
employees didn’t get a raise,” 
Conway said. “We feel fortu¬ 
nate to be able to give raises 
without it being detrimental 
to the budget.” 

Conway said a noticeable 


expense increase was benefits 
for county employees. 

According to the budget 
report, the fiscal court’s most 
prominent employee ben¬ 
efit expense increases were 
to workmen’s compensation 
at $160,713, a $35,913 increase 
from last year, and health 
insurance at $374,267, a $17,647 
increase from last year. 

Conway said he felt as 
though the health insurance 
plan with Anthem has been a 
good plan for county employ¬ 
ees and wanted to keep it. 

In other news, the price of 
salt for icy winter weather 
conditions has increased $21 
from last year. 

The fiscal court also unani¬ 
mously agreed on a contract 
with Morton Salt Inc. for 
$85.35 for 200 tons of salt.

The 
year-to-date fees associ¬ 
ated with hauling the 
recyclables is $1,652.88, 
meaning the total reve¬ 
nue the county received 
from recycling is $298.25. 

The county also 
took in 134,060 lbs of 
cardboard, bringing in 
$6,480.95 of revenue. 

“I don’t know any 
county that’s making 
money off of recycling,” 
Conway said. “It’s provid¬ 
ing a place who people 
who choose to recycle to 
take their recyclables. 
It’s a service.” 

Conway said he thinks 
the federal and state 
governments will most 
likely make recycling 
mandatory for counties 
in the future. 

He said about 80 per¬ 
cent of what goes into 
the landfill could be 
recycled and that the 
recycling facility has 
been paid in full.

There are charges of 
schemes by officials at 
some facilities to hide the 
delays and, in some cases, 
even falsify records or 
“cook the books.”

Homemade repellents are easy 


H a PPy June! Sum¬ 
mer is practically 
here and I am 
loving it! Gorgeous green 
with bright colored 
flowers and gobs of gar¬ 
dens sprouting up food! 
What’s not to love? 

OK, so there are a few 
drawbacks to summer. 

When I’m driving 
home in the evenings 
and pass a newly cut 
lawn, I smell water¬ 
melon. It makes me so 
hungry. I can live with 
that one. The only other 
drawback, for me, is the 
bug population. 

The severe winter we 
had did do some good to 
drop some bad bug popu¬ 
lations but, for some rea¬ 
son, the ticks have beat 
all the odds. I have never 
seen so many deer ticks 
in all my years here. 

Within minutes of 
weeding the cucumbers, 
I have 4-5 of those tiny 
buggers on my hand. 
After a day in the gar¬ 
den, I have to strip, pick 
and scrub and I might 
still miss one. 

Deer ticks are the 
most dangerous and they 
are the smallest, about 
the size of a period at the 
end of a sentence. They 
do have a dark red hue. 
Chiggers are bright red. 

Deer ticks are the 
little buggers that carry 
Lyme disease! The only 


bright spot 
is that they 
must feed 
on you for 
36-48 hours 
in order to 
transmit 
the disease. 

Here’s what 
to watch for 
if you’ve 
found one 
on you. 

A rash, called a “bull’s 
eye,” will be red and 
itchy around the bite 
and might even swell. 
Early signs include 
chills, fever, joint pain 
and fatigue, kind of like 
the flu. 

Go to the doctor! 
They’ll treat you with 
antibiotics. Prevention 
is the key but, boy, is it 
tough to do, especially if 
you’re a gardener. 

I could never be con¬ 
sidered a “fashionista,” 
even on my good days, 
but tick prevention is 
not about fashion. Light 
colored clothing makes 
the ticks easier to spot. 

Wear a hat, tuck your 
shirt into your pants 
and your pants into 
your socks. Your garden 
doesn’t care if you dress 
like a dork and your 
neighbors can use a good 
laugh. 

Besides the cloth¬ 
ing protection, a cheap 
and handy little tool is 


a sticky tape lint roller. 
It will pick up the unat¬ 
tached ticks off skin 
and clothing quick as a 
whistle. 

Seal dirty clothes in 
a plastic trash bag until 
you’re ready to launder 
them. Shower as soon as 
you come in the door. 

Homemade repel¬ 
lents are easy to make 
for both you and the 
pets. 

In a spray bottle mix 
1 cup of water, 2 cups of 
white vinegar, 2 table¬ 
spoons of vegetable oil 
and 20 drops of essential 
oil. The essential oil can 
be lavender, eucalyptus, 
rose geranium or pep¬ 
permint. 

Spray your skin down 
before you get dressed. 
Reapply if it’s a long day 
of work. When spray¬ 
ing pets, be sure to spray 
only fur and stay away 
from the eyes. If you 
forgot to spray yourself 
before you went out, 
you can grab a handful 
of fresh basil, lavender 
flowers or leaves from 
anything in the mint 
family to rub on your 
skin. 

Now get out there 
and discover what sum¬ 
mer is all about! Just be 
sure to protect yourself 
so you can enjoy many 
more of them.

Global distiller will build full-scale 


bourbon distillery in Shelby

Gov. Steve Beshear has 
announced that Diageo 
plans to build a 1.8 mil¬ 
lion proof gallon distill¬ 
ery in Shelby County. 

The $115 million 
investment will create 
about 30 new jobs. 

“This is an exciting 
day for one of Ken¬ 
tucky’s signature indus¬ 
tries,” Beshear said in a 
statement. “The world’s 
taste for bourbon contin¬ 
ues to grow and Diageo’s 
new distillery in Shelby 
County will help satisfy 
that demand. I look for¬ 
ward to this significant 
investment and seeing 
more Kentucky-made 
product in stores and 
homes across the globe.” 

Diageo plans to build 
the distillery and six 
warehouses on Benson 
Pike in Shelby County. 

The proposed facility 
will distill a number of 
current and future Dia¬ 
geo bourbon and North 
American whiskey 
brands. 

Diageo hopes to 
receive the necessary 
approvals in the near 
future and would like to 
break ground later this 
summer with the goal 
of having the distillery 
online between July and 
December 2016. 

“This proposed invest¬ 
ment in Shelby County, 
in the heart of Kentucky 
bourbon country, will 
cement our commit¬ 
ment to growing our 
share of the American 
whiskey category,” Larry 
Schwartz, president of 
Diageo North America, 
said in a news release. 
“Diageo has a long tradi¬ 
tion within the craft of 
whiskey-making and we 
look forward to bringing 
this artisanship to the 
new distillery. The dis¬ 
tillery will build on our 


presence m Kentucky, 
and we are committed to 
being a productive mem¬ 
ber of the local commu¬ 
nity. We are very thank¬ 
ful for the support we 
have received thus far 
from state and local offi¬ 
cials and look forward to 
a long and fruitful work¬ 
ing relationship.” 

This is the latest in a 
series of Diageo invest¬ 
ments in Kentucky. 

Earlier this year, the 
company announced 
plans to invest $2 mil¬ 
lion to develop the Stit- 
zel-Weller visitor center 
in Louisville. 

Diageo will renovate 
the original administra¬ 
tive building to bring to 
life the history of the 
Stitzel-Weller Distillery 
through artifacts from 
the site’s archives. 

To encourage the 
investment and job 
growth in Shelby County, 
the Kentucky Economic 
Development Finance 
Authority preliminarily 
approved the company 
for tax incentives of up 
to $2.5 million through 
the Kentucky Business 
Investment program. 

The performance- 
based incentive allows 
a company to keep a 
portion of its invest¬ 
ment over the term of 
the agreement through 
corporate income tax 
credits and wage assess¬ 
ments by meeting job 
and investment targets. 

KEDFA also approved 
the company for tax 
benefits up to $1.5 mil¬ 
lion through the Ken¬ 
tucky Enterprise Initia¬ 
tive Act, which allows 
approved companies to 
recoup Kentucky sales 
and use tax on construc¬ 
tion costs, building fix¬ 
tures, equipment used 
in research and develop¬ 
ment and electronic pro¬ 
cessing equipment.

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Instead of seeking blame for Isla Vista shootings, seek God 


Elliot Rodger’s pre¬ 
meditated rampage of 
carnage in Isla Vista, 
Calif., wherein he killed 
six people before finally 
taking his own life, has 
reignited the flames of 
the gun-control debate 
in our country, which 
has never really died out 
but, instead, lie under 
smoldering coals of apa¬ 
thy until something else 
happens that stirs the 
national consciousness. 

Richard Martinez, 
the grief-stricken father 
of Christopher Ross 
Michaels-Martinez, one 
of Rodger’s victims, 
pleaded for the madness 
to come to an end. 

“We don’t have to live 
like this,” he said. “Too 
many have died. We 
should say to ourselves, 
‘No. Not one more.’” 

Mr. Martinez blames 


politicians 
in the NRA 
for his 

son’s death. 

Many in 
the media 
will give 
this a 
hardy 
“amen” 
and call 
for stricter 
gun laws. 

Yet, this tragedy took 
place in California, 
which has some of the 
toughest gun control 
laws in the country. 

By their own laws, 
Mr. Rodgers should have 
never owned a gun. And 
yet, he did. 

He blames the NRA 
and politicians. Yet, why 
not blame Hollywood? 
Why not blame the 
directors and producers 
of television programs 


and movies that glorify 
all forms of violence? 

Why not blame video 
game designers who cre¬ 
ate games that drip with 
blood and gore? 

The fact is that blame 
can be shifted to many 
different places and 
people but that will not 
bring back any of those 
who lost their lives. 

The NRA did not kill 
them. Washington did 
not kill them. A deeply 
disturbed young man 
who had plotted for 
weeks the carnage he 
would inflict was the one 
who did this unspeak¬ 
able act. 

Tragedies such as this 
one shake us to our core 
and face us with the 
reality of the world in 
which we live. 

They also remind 


us that none of us are 
immune to the violence 
that is a part of fallen 
humanity. Ever since 
Cain slew his brother 
Abel in a raging fit of 
jealousy (Genesis 4), the 
taste and smell of blood 
stains our senses. 

Prime time televi¬ 
sion is awash in chaos. 
We allow ourselves and 
our families to be enter¬ 
tained by violence and 
numbed to its reality. 

We convince our¬ 
selves that if it is ficti¬ 
tious on television then 
it is does not really hap¬ 
pen in “real” life. 

We end up placing 
street violence, rape and 
other horrendous activi¬ 
ties on the level of zom¬ 
bie apocalypses and pol¬ 
tergeist infestations, an 
adrenaline rush without 


any real threat. 

Then we turn on the 
news and sit in shock 
over the headlines when 
we, in fact, should not be 
surprised. What ought to 
surprise us is that we do 
not hear more than we 
do. 

What took place in 
Isla Vista is indeed tragic 
and we should be thank¬ 
ful every day we can go 
without hearing such 
news. But when we do 
hear about something 
like this, we should 
remember that apart 
from the restraining 
grace of God it would be 
far, far worse. 

These things should 
remind us of how 
depraved we really are 
and should drive us to 
God in repentance and 
faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


His life, death, burial, 
resurrection and ascen¬ 
sion provide the only 
source of peace in the 
midst of such calamity. 

Peace with God brings 
about a hope that as bad 
as things are. God still 
rules and reigns and ven¬ 
geance is ultimately His 
(Romans 12:19). 

The pundits and poli¬ 
ticians will debate how 
keep this from happen¬ 
ing again. Fingers will 
point and blame will 
shift. 

Yet, the reality is that 
this is an issue of the 
heart and no amount of 
legislation can change it. 

Only the grace of God 
can quell the violence 
of man. And only God’s 
grace can calm a griev¬ 
ing heart.

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Ghazawi is indicted for heroin 


High-speed chase in 
February led to 
multiple charges

An Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Grand Jury pegged 
Ahmad Ghazawi with 
adding to a growing her¬ 
oin problem in the state 
during Anderson Circuit 
Court May 20. 

Ghazawi, 28, of 13520 
Terrace Creek Dr. Apt. 
103, Louisville KY 40229, 
was indicted for numer¬ 
ous charges, including 
trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance, based 
on an incident that hap¬ 
pened in February. 

According to court 
records, on or about Feb. 
25, Ghazawi led Law- 
renceburg police on a 
high-speed chase before 
being stopped and 
arrested. 

He was charged with 
trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance 1st 
degree (heroin), which is 
a Class C felony. If con¬ 
victed, he could serve 
5-10 years in prison on 
that charge alone. 


H e 
was also 
charged 
with and 
indict- 
ed for 
wanton 
endanger- 
ment, a 
Class D felony, fleeing or 
evading police, tamper¬ 
ing with physical evi¬ 
dence, reckless driving, 
speeding and driving too 
fast for conditions. 

According to court 
records, Ghazawi manu¬ 
factured, distributed, 
dispensed, sold, trans¬ 
ferred or possessed with 
the intent to do so two 
grams or more of heroin. 

He also manifested 
extreme indifference to 
the value of human life 
by engaging in conduct 
that created substan¬ 
tial danger of death or 
serious physical injury 
with his motor vehicle 
to police officers Sean 
Wells, Nathan Doty and 
Sgt. Chris Beach, accord¬ 
ing to court records. 

Ghazawi disobeyed 
a directive by a peace 
officer to stop his motor 
vehicle, thereby creat¬ 
ing a substantial risk of 
serious physical injury 


or death to any person 
or property, operated his 
motor vehicle in a reck¬ 
less manner without 
regard to safety and con¬ 
venience of pedestrians 
and other vehicles, drove 
at speeds of 26 miles 
mile per hour over the 
speed limit and drove at 
a greater speed than is 
reasonable and prudent 
without regard to the 
traffic and the condi¬ 
tion and use of the high¬ 
way, according to court 
records. 

He was also accused 
of destroying, mutilat¬ 
ing, concealing, remov¬ 
ing or altering physi¬ 
cal evidence that he 
believed was about to be 
produced or used in an 
official proceeding with 
intent to impair its ver¬ 
ity or availability in the 
proceeding, according to 
court records. 

Lawrenceburg Police 
Det. Jeremy Cornish 
arrested Ghazawi. 

Editor’s note: The 
indictment of an indi¬ 
vidual by a grand jury 
is a legal accusation only 
and he or she is pre¬ 
sumed innocent until 
and unless he or she is 
proven guilty.

member Lee Hahn. 

Even if the budget for 
next year passes with the 4 
percent increase in tax rev¬ 
enue, Clark said the school 
district will still most likely 
just break even. 

But the for the 2015-2016 
school year, the increase in 
state SEEK funds and the 4 
percent tax increase from 
last year will not be enough 
to cover the mandated 2 per¬ 
cent increase in employee 
salaries. 

Anderson County Schools 
has had property tax 
increases twice in the past 6 
years. There was a 4 percent 
increase in 2008 and a 3 per¬ 


cent increase last year. 

The next step in the bud¬ 
get approval process will 
be the final working bud¬ 
get approval, which has to 
be approved by the school 
board and Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education by Sept. 
30. 

Clark said he expects the 
school board to conduct a 
tax hearing in late August or 
early September. 

In other news, the 
school board unanimously 
approved Anderson County 
Schools Athletic Director 
Rick Sallee and Chief Infor¬ 
mation Officer Bret Foster to 
work with Slam Dunk Sports 
Marketing, a marketing 
firm based out of Middleton, 
Ohio, to discuss a contract 
for an LCD video display for 
the Anderson County High 


School gym to continue to 
help provide revenue for the 
athletic department. 

The school district does 
not currently have a recom¬ 
mended contract. 

Slam Dunk Sports Mar¬ 
keting seeks out corporate 
level sponsorship to supply 
schools with needed athletic 
equipment at no cost to the 
school district. 

The estimated advertising 
threshold needed to reach for 
the gym LCD video display 
funding is around $16,000. 

The board has approved 
Sallee to work with Slam 
Dunk for a new baseball 
scoreboard. Sallee will start 
working with Slam Dunk 
to replace that scoreboard 
in December or January to 
ensure a new scoreboard in 
time for baseball season.

MVP's simple gesture 
of faith is one of 
championship quality 


K aci Currens’ dark 
brown eyes wid¬ 
ened as the pitch 
made its way into the 
sweet spot of her swing. 

A high school soft- 
ball game that Anderson 
County had seemingly 
been in control of twice 
was now a 12-inning mar¬ 
athon to determine the 
Eighth Region champion. 

The Anderson County sophomore 
unleashed her bat and connected with 
a pitch from Oldham County’s Kristen 
Smith. 

“It was a little bit low, but down the 
middle,” Currens would say later. 
Boom! 

Currens sent a rocket over the fence 
in left-center field to give the Lady 
Bearcats a 4-3 win and a spot in this 
week’s state high school softball tour¬ 
nament. 

The only question was if the ball 
would go over the Gallatin County 
fence or explode through it. 

“At first, I didn’t know,” Currens 
admitted. “I didn’t know until I round¬ 
ed first base.” 

As Currens circled the bases, her 
teammates poured out of the Ander¬ 
son dugout to greet her at home plate. 

They were much more certain than 
the personable sophomore who also 
plays on the school’s basketball team. 
Since Currens etched her name per¬ 
manently in Anderson County lore, it 
has not been uncommon to hear hear 
teammates saying, “I knew it was gone 
as soon as it hit the bat.” 

Anderson coach Brent Aldridge 
was not so sure. “I couldn’t tell if it was 
out or if it was going to hit the top of 
the fence,” he admitted. 

After Cur res tapped home plate, 
there was still work to be done. The 
luck of the regional tournament draw 
had determined that Anderson was 
the visiting team, meaning, of course, 
that Oldham had one more chance. 

That meant three more shots for 
Oldham County against Anderson 
pitcher Ally Moore, who had already 
thrown over eight innings, her longest 
outing since coming back from an 
injury. 

Oldham’s Madison Reed singled, 
then moved to second on a passed ball 
and to third on a routine out. 

That brought up Oldham’s Kailey 
Rigdon, also happened to occupy the 
three-spot in the Oldham lineup. On 
deck was Delaney Sowell, who had 
crushed a home run to tie the game an 
inning before. 

Rigdon connected with a soft 
ground ball that looked to have a spin 
that could handcuff the fielder. 

That fielder happened to be Cur¬ 
rens, whose third-inning error had 
played a role in Oldham coming back 
from an early 2-0 deficit. “I was a little 
nervous,” Currens said of making the 
game’s final play. 

This time Currens deftly fielded 
the ball and threw to first baseman 
Alissa Vest in plenty of time to retire 
Rigdon. For the first time in six years, 
Anderson County had made it out of 
the region. 

Over the last few weeks, I have 
gotten quite a bit of Twitter mileage 
out of the fact that Kaci Currens has 
recently been taking a page from the 
Tim Tebow book of life as she has 
been posting Bible verses on her eye- 
black. 

I love it. It is a simple gesture Cur¬ 
rens, and others, use to share a deep 
Christian faith. 

Wednesday, that verse was Romans 
8:31: “What, then, shall we say in 
response to these things? If God is for 
us, who can be against us?” 

Given how things turned out at 
Gallatin County, that is almost eerie. 

But I can’t believe The Almighty 
really cared whether Currens’ line 
shot cleared the fence or not. I am sure 
there are girls who played for Oldham 
County last week who possess a deep 
faith too. 

Still, over the years I have had the 
pleasure of covering kids who have 
devout faith. Some are more open 
about it than others, which is OK.

and ride the right arm of 
junior Sean Lawrence to 
victory. Obviously, it was 
a good plan. 

Lawrence shut down 
the Anderson offense, 
limiting the Bearcats to 
four hits and striking out 
15 while going the dis¬ 
tance. He did walk two 
and was called for two 
balks. 

“His performance was 
miraculous is what you 
can say,” said Anderson 
coach L.W. Barnes. 

It was miraculous 
since Lawrence had 
pitched five innings in 
a suspended-game upset 
of regional favorite Col¬ 
lins in Tuesday’s semi¬ 
final round. Lawrence 
threw 162 pitches - 91 for 
strikes - but the Bearcats 
could not solve him. 

“It was almost a super¬ 
human effort to do as 
well as he did,” Barnes 
said. “I don’t know if you 
will ever see anything 
like that again. He did a 
really great job. That’s 
unbelievable.” 

Anderson, making 
its first appearance in 
a regional final since 
2010, finished the year 
at 17-14. Simon Kenton 
went to the state at 22-16. 

Barnes said the Ander¬ 
son plan was to work 
Lawrence deep into his 
pitch counts in an effort 
to fatigue his right arm. 
It did not work. 

“You just have to tip 
your hat to him,” Barnes 
said. “He pitched a great 
game.” 

Just over a month 
earlier, the Bearcats had 
routed Simon Kenton, 
11-1, on the Anderson 
field. 

Early, it appeared the 
Bearcats might cruise 
again. Lead-off hitter 
Conor Cotton reached 
Lawrence for a single, 
then two outs later, cour¬ 
tesy runner John Paul 
Garmon scored on Bran¬ 
don Eliadis’ double. 

Lawrence never 
allowed another Ander¬ 
son base runner to 
advance past second 
base. 

“We had three other 
runners in scoring posi¬ 
tion, but we were not 
able to take advantage,” 


Barnes sighed. 

Ironically, when light¬ 
ning suspended Simon 
Kenton’s win over Col¬ 
lins - the game started 
Tuesday, but the teams 
came back to play two 
innings on Wednesday - 
Anderson appeared to be 
in good shape with all 
but one of its pitchers 
available for the final. 

Instead, the Anderson 
pitchers struggled but 
battled fiercely. Cotton, 
the starter, gave up just 
two hits but walked six 
in three innings. Josh 
Brown, who had gotten a 
save and a win out of the 
bullpen in the first two 
regional games, was the 
tough-luck loser scatter¬ 
ing five hits and walk¬ 
ing four in six innings 
of work. He struck out 
eight. 

“That has happened 
the last couple of weeks,” 
Barnes said. “Our pitch¬ 
ers have struggled to 
stay sharp. On defense 
our guys played treat. 
You could not ask for 
anything better.” 

Cotton, moved to left 
field when Brown took 
the hill, ended Simon 
Kenton’s fifth with a 
spectacular catch of 
Colton Davis’ hooking 
line drive. The Pioneers 
had loaded the bases 
with no out, but Brown 
got out of the inning 
unscathed. 

“I can’t say enough

Now is a great time to catch redear sunfish 


Beaver Lake in Anderson County 
is among the best spots in state

A day spent catching fish from the 
bank of a pond or lake will hook a 
novice angler and entertain the most 
experienced one. 

Now, there are good opportunities 
for anglers as fish move shallow to 
spawn - and into easy casting range. 

“If you’re interested in catching 
fish, this time of year is really cool,” 
said Neal Jackson, western fisheries 
district biologist with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “You have channel catfish, 
you have bluegill and you have red¬ 
ear, all in the same location. 

“You could be fishing with light 
tackle and catch a 12-inch redear, 
which fights like a mule, and the next 
cast you might catch a 5-pound chan¬ 
nel cat on your 6-pound line.” 

Kentucky and Barkley lakes hold 


excellent populations with some red¬ 
ear sunfish pushing 12 inches. 

“When you factor in the round¬ 
ness of the fish, it’s the size of a small 
plate,” Jackson said. “That size sunfish 
is something a lot of people haven’t 
ever seen. When you catch one, it just 
blows you away.” 

Redears, also known as a shell- 
crackers because of its ability to crack 
open snail and small mussel shells, 
typically begin spawning when water 
temperatures climb into the 70s. 

Redears colonize like bluegill but 
nest in deeper water. To locate shell- 
crackers, look for bedding bluegill up 
against a bank. Then focus attention 
on deeper water a little farther out 
from the shore. 

Shellcrackers often gather in the 
backs of the bays in areas with gravel 
bottoms and vegetation. 

“I assume that’s got to do with the 
fact they feed on snails and mussels,” 
Jackson said. 

A period of stable weather and con¬ 
sistent lake levels help improve an 
angler’s odds. 


“We went a week ago and caught 
a bunch of fish in a couple feet of 
water,” Jackson said. “But then we got 
a 10-degree drop in water tempera¬ 
ture.” 

Good baits include red worms, wax 
worms, mealworms and crickets, or 
small artificial baits like a jig in black 
or brown that mimics a snail or small 
insect. Fish these underneath a bob¬ 
ber and close to the bottom. 

Another option is crawling a red 
worm. Tie a hook a few inches above a 
3/16-ounce weight then slowly move 
it along the bottom. 

McNeely Lake in Jefferson County, 
Cedar Creek Lake in Lincoln County, 
Beaver Lake in Anderson County and 
Pan Bowl Lake in Breathitt County 
also offer good opportunities to catch 
large redear sunfish. 

The statewide daily creel limit is 20 
fish and there is no size limit but some 
water bodies have special regulations.
